Lonpon, June 3.—The following is 
the text of the German note of invitation to the 
COL gTess : 
“The undersigned, the ambassador of the em- 
peror of Germany,has the honor,by orders of his 
government, to convey to his exceilency the 
Marquis of Salisbary, secretary of state for for. 
eiga affairs to her majesty the queen of Great 
Britain and Tfreland and empress of India, the 
following communication : 
‘*** In conformity with the initiative taken by 
the Austic-Huugarian cabinet the government 
of his majesty ,the emperor,has the honor to pro- 
pose to the powers who are the signatories of the 
treaties of 1856 and 1871, to meet iu congress at 
Berlin, to discuss there the stipulations of the 
preliminary treaty of San Stefano, concluded 
between Kussia and Turkey. The government 
of his majesty, in giving this invitation to the 
government of her Britannic majesty, consents 
tu admit the free discussion of the whole of the 
contents of the ueaty of San Stefano and that it 
is ready to participate therein. In the event of 
the acceptance of ail the powers invited, the gov- 
ernment of his majesty proposes to fix the meeta 
ing of the Congress on June 13th.’ 
“The underigned in bringing the above to the 
knowledge of his excellency, has the honor to 
ask him to be good enough to aquaint him as 
soon as possible with the reply of the British 
government *’ 

LORD SALISBURY 'S REPLY. 
The following is Lord Saiisbury’s reply to the 
foregoing : 
“The undersigned, her mejesty’s principal 
secretary of state for forcign affairs, bas the 
honor to acknowledge the receipt of his excel- 
lency’s commun ‘cation inviting her majesty’s 
goverument to take part in a congress at Berlin 
for the discussion of the stipulations of the 
preliminary treaty concluded at San Stefano 
between Russia and Turkey. The undersigned.

So that Webver and Anderson 
between them got rid of 3,300 demo- 
cratic votes. This gave the state to 
Ilayes, and defeated the will of the 
people ot these United S:ates. 

After Webber was killed, Anderson 
moved to Philadelphia, where he now 
resides. He is the night editor of the 
Philadelphia North American. His 
story is plain, positive and intelligent. 
It must be decidedly interesting to both 
Mr. Hayes and Mr. John Sherman. 
The latter is presented as the chief vil- 
lain of the plot. Our report of Ander 
son’s testimony came to us over the 
wires in a badly mutilated and mud- 
died condition, but even it contains 
enough to satisfy any impartial person 
that John Sherman’s guilt is unquestion- 
able.
